ROTHSCHILD’S PROPOSALS. 


The Special Committee Pay Rothschild a 
Visit. 

Brussels, December 1.—M. Raffalovitch, 
who has been appointed to draw up the 
report of the special committee of the in- 
ternational monetary conference, appointed 
to consider the proposals of Mr. Alfred 
de Rothschilds, visited Mr. Rothschilds 
today and read to him portions of the report 
of the special committee of the international 
monetary conference. The report is believ- 
ed to deal in a friendly manner with the 
Rothschild’s proposals without arriving at 
any positive conclusion, this being left to 
the conference. The committee will meet 
finally this afternoon to hear and approve 
the report. Great secrecy is maintained 
as to the committee’s course, and the proba- 
ble action of the conference, but neverthe- 
less the prevailing impression is that some 
result will be achieved even if only small 
results. Everybody seems to agree that the 
powers represented in the conference ought 
to show that they are conscious of the ne- 
cessity of doing something. It is c@tain 
the sitting of the conference will not be 
greatly prolonged owing to a general desire 
on the part of the members that their de- 
liberations should not be a basis for specu- 
lators to trade upon. The conference will 
probab conclude its labors, therefore 
about the end of next week. 

A rumor was afloat today that the spe- 
cial committee t6 consult the Rothschild 
plan rejected it. This is a mistake. No 
vote was taken on the plan. The opinions 
of the delegates in the committee are wide- 
ly diverged as to the expediency of such 
an action as Rothschild suggested and the 
final conclusion was To leavé all recom- 
mendations entirely to the conference.

SUPERINTENDENS WADLEY TALKS. 


He Says He Anticipates No Trouble, and 
Gives His Side of the Case. 

Macon, Ga., December 1.—(Special.}— 
Superintendent George Dalé Wadley was 
in his office in Macon this morning and 
he appeared to be as little disturbed by 
the rumors Of strikes on tle Central that 
emanate from Savannah as could well be 
imagined. 

In fact, the superintendent says that 
some One is trying to make a mountain out 
of a mole hill and that he does not antici- 
pate any strike or any result whatsoever 
as the outeome of the efforts of the walk- 
ing delegates to stir up strife and discon- 
tent where no cause and no real complaint 
exists. 

Superintendent Wadley received The Con- 
stitution correspondent courteously and in 
answer fo A question said that he had read 
The Constitution. 

“And,” he continued, “I have also read 
with no little surprise the report that a 
strike on the Central is imminent, for I 
for my part, don’t think that there is the 
slightest danger of a strike. 

“The report from Savannah published 
in your paper says that every one Is anx- 
ious to hear uperintendent Wadley’s 
side of it, and I am perfectly willing to 
give my side of it. 

“About four weeks ago a cOmmittee from 
the telegraph operators of the Central rail- 
road came to see me in Savannah with 
reference to their grievance. 

“They interviewed me at some length, 
but their only complaint appeared to be 
and it is a very common complaint with 
us all—that they were not getting enough 
money. 

“Now you must know that the telegraph 
operators and agents on the Central rail- 
road are as well, and in many cases, better 
paid than any line in the south.

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A Party Without Leaders. 

The recent political revolution leaves 
the republican party without a leader. 

President Harrison dreams of reorganl- 
zation, and such agitators as Judge Tour- 
gee demand that it be on the old sectional 
basis, but where is the one man capable 
of leading? 

The war policy has been discredited 
by the tremendous defeat of the party, 
and a liberal programme will have to be 
adopted. The leader, however, is not in 
sight. The magnetic Blaine, best qual- 
ified of all republicans for such a task, 
is a shattered wreck The other old-time 
leaders, Sherman, Hoar, Allison, Reed and 
Lodge are too strongly identified with the 
issues that defeated the party. They are 
out of the question. Doubtless President 
Harrison believes that he is able to bring 
the scattered forces together and unite 
them upon a winning policy, but only an 
inconsiderable few agree with him. 

What, then, is to be the future of this 
demoralized and headless remnant of a 
party? It may loom up with its former 
strength in local politics, but it cannot 
call to the front a single leader wise and 
magnetic enough to reorganize the defeat-_ 
ed hosts for anything like a national cam- 
paign with the promise of victory. 

This is the present outlook. What it 
will be four years hence depends upon the 
conduct of the democrats during their 
leasa of power. The republicans fully un- 
derstand this phase of the situation. For 
the present they see no hope All that 
they dare to look forward to is some 
blunder on the part of the new adminis- 
tration that will bring them to the front. 
With no virtues of their own to invite suc- 
cess, they pray that the mistakes of others 
may enable them to regain power. It is 
needless to say that there is little promise 

of rebuilding a great party upon such an 
uncertain basis, 


Preparing for the Change. 

In discussing the scope and meaning of 
the democratic demand for the repeal of 
the prohibitory tax on state bank issues, 
some of our contemporaries are inclined 
to flounder a little. ſhe real meaning of 
it is that the democrats who made the 
platform and the voters who endorsed it 
are in favor of re-establishing correct 
ideas in regard to money, and the curren- 
cy that represents it. The constitution 
has been strained to give circulation to 
greenbacks and national bank notes, and 
the steps that have been taken to guaran- 
tee these paper credits have given the peo- 
ple false ideas as to what really consti- 
tutes sound money. , - 

If the ideas of the democratic party 
are carried out as carefully as they de- 
serve to bo, the country will return to 
first principles in the matter of money 
and paper credits, and a great many dan- 
gerous ideas will disappear. As far back 
as 1846, Samuel J. Tilden, who was one 
of the wisest statesmen the democratic 
party has produced in modern times, said, 
in regard to the od United States bank 
and its functions, that if the govern- 
ment had confined itself to its appropri- 
ate duty of furnishing a standard of 
value, recognizing nothing as money but 
the constitutional currency of gold and 
silver—if it had abstained from interfer- 
ing with the circulating credits which 
exist only by the voluntary consent of 
individuals, and from giving them its 
sanction under the pretense of regulating, 
and thus creating an unnatural confidence 
in them—we should have had the best 
ovrrency enjoyed by any nation.” 

We have observed a tendency on the 
part of some of the brethren to comment 
on what they conceive to be the haste of 
the Georgia legislature in seeking to pre- 
pare the state for the change ‘that must 
occur when the prohibitory tax is repeal- 
ed. But this movement on the part of 
the legislature is the part of wisdom und 
prudence. When the change comes, it 
will affect the states, and the states must 
be prepared for it if they expect to reap 
any of the benefits. This is only another 
way of saying that the change is demo- 
cratic in its very essence. It restores to 
individuals and corporations, under the 
authority and supervision of the states, 
the right to issue and circulate paper 
credit. It is the part of wisdom, there- 
fore, for the states to be prepared to 
take advantage of this restoration of in- 
dividual and corporate rights. 

The state of New York is already pre- 
pared to take advantage of the change, 
and other states still have on their statute

The Road to Success. 

Mr. Robert Bonner, the New York mil- 
lionaire, in a recent interview, gave cer- 
tain points in the history of his life which 
the average young man can profit by, if 
he will. 

Bonner came to New York from Ireland 
at the age of fifteen, with $5 in his pocket 
and three suits of clothes. He went to 
work as an apprentice, and the only 
money he could save in the first five 
years was made by overwork, 12 1-2 cents 
for each extra hour. He kept out of bar- 
rooms and deposited his money in a sav- 
ings bank. Finally, he started in business 
in a small way and advertised largely. 
It is his deliberate judgment that the 
chances for a young man are just as good 
now ax they were in his day. As he puts 
it, speaking of his own experience: 

If the poor do not get on, it is their own 
fault. I didn’t frequent rum holes. I pre 
ferred savings banks. A sober young man 
has just as good a chance as ever. You can’t 
eat your cake and have it too. You can’t 
spend and save. Who can begin lower down 
than $25 a year, with board and washing 
and 12 1-2 cents an hour for overwork? 

A young man in Atlanta, or in one 
of our country towns, would hoot at the 
idea of going to work five years at $25 
a year with board and washing and 
12 1-2 cents per hour for extra work after 
a long day's toil. Yet Bonner tried it, 
and at the age of sixty-nine enjoys life 
with a fortune of several million dollars. 
This plucky Scotch-Irishman believes that 
other young men can equal his success. 
The whole secret is simply hard work and 
saving. 

We know that this will be very unwel- 
come to a large class of our readers. 
They will say that they work hard and 
are economical. But do they practice in 
early life Mr. Bonner’s close economy, 
and do they adopt his rule of getting 
their profit out of overwork? If any 
young man of good habits and average 
ability will follow this rich man’s exam- 
ple the first ten years of his life he will 
have enough money to give him a good 
start in business, and if he does not de- 
part from his habits of industry and 


economy he will accumulate a fortune, 


whethér he lives in Georgia or anywhere 
else. He may not be a millionaire. Our 
conditions do not build up maay im- 
mensely wealthy men; but you may de- 
pend upon it that he will be considered 
a rich man in his locality. 

There is nothing rose-colored or exhila- 
rating in these reflections, They point 
to very hard work and very hard living. 
Still, our young people will find them- 
selves amply repaid in their later years 
if they will undergo these hardships in 
their youth. 

This is all there is in it. As Bonner 
says: “You cannot eat your cake and 
have it!” 3 


The Silver Situation. 

Editor Godkin, of The New York Even- 
ing Post, is inclined to resent the Roths- 
child silvér proposition as an attack on 
the Traditions of Great Britain, egad! 
And we suspect that it is—but then, you 
know, it is really such a little one. Much 
can be forgiven on. the score of size and 
weight. Moreover, there is not the slight- 
est probability that the Rothschild propo- 
sition, insignificant as it is, will ever be 
endorsed by Great Britain, or, if it is, 
that it will amount to anything more sub- 
stantial than the Sherman law, which has 
been and now is preparing to give such 
well-known editorial statesmen as Mr. 
Godkin a series of summer surprises. 

The most that the Rothschild proposi- 
tion will accomplish—even if it is accepted 
by Great Britain and the powers rep- 
resented at the conference, will be to com- 
mit them to silver in a mild way. We do 
not suppose for a moment that such a 
level-headed man as Senator Jones is de- 
ceived by it. The intent of it, as coming 
from a representative of Great Britain, 
is to lead the people of the United States 
to postpone for a series of years any 
definite action on the silver question. It 
is of a piece with the Sherman silver law 
now in operation, and its effect will be 
about the same. 

In other words, the single gold standard 
nations of Europe are perfectly willing 


to buy $25,000,000 of silver bullion for 


five years if thereby they can postpone 
the free coinage of silver in the United 
States. Gold in the meantime will con- 
tinue to appreciate in value, and the 
$25,000,000 expended in silver purchases 
will represent but a fraction of the profits 
that will accrue to the banks and capital- 
ists that are engaged in making gold 
dearer, 

Meanwhile, the question grows more 
interesting at every twist and turn of the 
monometallists. A Boston newspaper de- 
dlares that the free coinage men are now 
on the defensive, whereas they used to 
be aggressive; but the Boston editor has 
only to possess his soul in patience until 
the ball opens. He will then discover 
that the issue which was sidetracked for 
political purposes, has really grown in 
strength and importance. By so much 
as the situation is more strenuous now 
than it was a few months ago, by just 
that much is the free coinage issue in- 
creased in 8 

It is left for the nan law, which

NARROW ESCAPE.

The Free Delivery of Mall starts in 
West End This Morning. 
TWO: DELIVERIES EACH DAY. 


ATrue Bill Was Found Against Mrs, Tor- 
rey by the Grand Jury—A Suit Filed 
intthe United States Court. 


West End is richt in the swim, and in it 


8 to stay. 


Night before last the seven arc lights in 
that little town blazed out like sparkling 
dinamomis, the beautiful moorlight not- 
withstanding to the contrary.

good shape. On account of the distance 
which most of the West End residences 
set back from the street it will be a great 
aid to the carrier and will facilitate the de- 
livery if the residents will place little mail 
boxes at their front gates. No fear of any 
stealing of the letters as the postman will 
herald his arrival with the shrill whistle | 
that Uncle Sam has provided for his car- 
riers. 

The second delivery, after the West End 
ory 2 gets his route mapped out, will 

at 2:30 in the afternoon. 

All those, of course, who do not wish their 
mail delivered can continue to receive it at 
the West End postoffice. 

The work of putting up the mail boxes 
will commence as soon as Assistant post- 
master Blodgett, who has taken such an in- 
terest in the West End delivery, can get 
them properly located. The first one will 
be placed very likely at the corner of Gor- 
don and Pearl streets as it will thus com- 
mode a large territory.

THE GEORGIA RAILROAD. 


A Communication Dealing With Its Satis- 
factory Business Mavagement. 

A most logical and clearly expressed card on 
the management of the Georgia railroad has 
been published in The Augusta Evening Her- 
ald signed Richmond.“ In a recent issue, 
commenting on Governor Tillman’s recent 
message to the South Carolina legislature in 
regard to the Port Royal railroad, The Herald 
stated that the Georgia road was operated by 
the Central ‘and that it discriminated against 
Augusta, and urged the Georgia legislature 
to imitate that of South Carolina in remedying 
such matters. 

In his card “Richmond” shows that the 
Georgia road is controlled by no faction. It 
is governed by a board of managers consisting 
of seven, three of whom are selected by the 
Central, three by the Louisville and Nash- 
ville and the seventh, who acts as president, 
by these six, the Louisville and Nashville 
and Central each owning half the lease. This 
dual ownership makes it impossible for either 
lessee to control the property. The card fur- 
ther states: 


“It also makes it a free, independent and 
1 highway for all persons and corporations. 
he stockholders of the Georgia railroad are 
satisfied with their lease, and do not want it 
disturbed and it would not be advantageous 
to them to have the Central drop out as. you 
seem to think. They are so well satisfied 
that not one stockholder since May 13, 1881, 
up to the present day. has lifted his hand or 
will against it. Not even the state of Geor- 
gia, who is a stockholder in the company to 
the number of 186 shares has never consented 
to disturb this lease, and the ownership of 
one-half of the same by the Central. On the 
contrary its legislature has twice voted down 
a 8 to sell these 186 shares of stock 
at t $200 per share, and during its last 
p oP re 12 — a committee of five, three 
from the house and two from the senate, to 
investigate the validity of all the railroad 
leases of this state, and this eommittee unani- 
mously reported that the Georgia railroad 
ars was, among other leases, legal and 
va
